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The U.S. flag, flown to repre- 
sent our nation in peace and on 
the battlefield for nearly a half 
century, was designed by a 
Saginaw man much to the initial 
chagrin of his grandparents and 
history teacher. The flag created 
a ticket for him to follow his 
dreams and travel the world. 

As a 17-year-old high school 
junior in 1958, Robert “Bob” 
Heft designed the 50-star flag as 
a history class project. Two 
years later, the very flag he 
designed would become the 
nation’s banner after Alaska and 
Hawaii were admitted into the 
union. 

Sponsored by the Grayling 
Rotary Club, Heft spoke to stu- 
dents at the Grayling Middle 
School last week about how his 
project became a part of history. 

As a child, Heft was active in 
the Boy Scouts of America, 
which is how his interest in flags 
got started. . 

As a high school student, Heft 
took an interest in politics and

roll into Grayling

The majestic Pere Marquette 
Steam. Locomotive #1225 will 
rol! back into Grayling this 
weekend. 

The Pere Marquette Steam 
Locomotive #1225 will bring 
hundreds of passengers, cele- 


brating the exciting and nostal- . 


gic experience of steam railroad- 
ing, into Grayling on Saturday 
and Sunday. 

The Crawford County 
Historical Society, in conjunc- 
tion with the Steam Railroad 
Institute and the Bluewater 
Michigan Chapter of the 
National Railway Historical 
Society, is presenting the 
Timberliner train weekend. 

A total of 800 passengers are 
slated to take a fall color tour 
aboard train cars, traveling from 
Kawkawlin to Grayling. 

The Timberliner will be pulled 
by the Pere Marquette Steam 
Locomotive #1225. 

The #1225 was one of 39 
steam. locomotives commis- 
sioned to shuttle steel and 
wartime freight to and from 
Detroit, Saginaw, Flint and 
northern Indiana steel mills dur- 
ing World War IT. Built in 1941, 
the Pere Marquette #1225 was 
among the last steam engines 
ordered by the Pere Marquette 
Railroad. 

Upon the invention of more 
efficient diese] powered engines, 
the Pere Marquette was retired 
10 years after its debut and was 
destined to be scrapped. A group 
of Michigan State University 
students purchased the steam 
engine in hopes of getting it run- 


ning again. College officials 
eventually forced the students to 
sell the steam engine because 
they considered it to be an eye- 
sore, 

The Pere Marquette #1225 
served as the inspiration for “The 
Polar Express,” a holiday movie 
starring Tom Hanks about a boy 
whose faith in Christmas is 
renewed by an imaginary trip to 
the North Pole, 

This is the third year for the 
train excursion weekend. The 
Pere Marquette Locomotive 
#1225, however, took a hiatus 
last year, as the locomotive was 
down for repairs. 

“It’s up and running, and bet- 
ter than ever,” said Kay Cosgray, 
the president of the Crawford 
County Historical ' Society’s 
Board of Directors. 

The Pere Marquette 
Locomotive #1225 is slated to 
arrive in Grayling at 1 p.m. on 
both Saturday and Sunday. 

A limited amount of tickets for 
a Side excursion, which will tray- 
el from Grayling to Waters and 
back, are still available. The side 
excursion leaves Grayling at 
1:30 p.m. and returns at 3:30 
p.m. Tickets are $20 for adults, 
and $15 for children ages 5-16. 
The tickets can be purchased at 
the Crawford County Museum, 
Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce and AuSable Gifts.

City Council seeks bids for 
cemetery water system

Grayling City officials will 
finalize a project at the Elmwood 
Cemetery, which dripped 
through the cracks last year, 
before the snow flies. 

The Grayling City Council, at 
its regular monthly meeting last 
week, agreed to seek bids for the 
replacement of the water system 


in the older portion of Elmwood © 


Cemetery last week. 

City officials were forced to 
shut off the water system in the 
older portion of the cemetery, 
located next to the I-75 Business 
Loop and North Down River 
Road, due to a leak in a water 
pipe. The leak was causing up to 
1,400 gallons of water to be dis- 
charged into the ground per day, 
said Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer. 

Since access to the water was 
discontinued, just prior to 
Memorial Day, Thayer said city 
officials have drawn frequent 
complaints from people who 
were used to having the conve- 
nience of water close by. Over 
the summer, people had to haul 
water to maintain the plants and 
flowers located near the graves 
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of their loved ones. 

The Elmwood Cemetery is 
owned by Grayling Charter 
Township and the City of 
Grayling. Two years ago, town- 
ship and city officials agreed to 
expand the cemetery, which 
opened up 720 additional grave 
sites, 

After doing some research, 
Thayer said that a subcontractor 
for the expansion, Landscape 
Plus, had planned to replace the 
water system in the older portion 
of the cemetery. The project, 
however, was not completed last 
year after former City Manager 
Allen Lowe resigned. 

Thayer said that city officials 
do not recall having a formal 
contract in place for the work, so 
they will seek bids for the water 
system replacement. AuSable 
Construction served as the gen- 
eral contractor for the expansion. 

Officials hope to have the pro- 
ject, which includes replacement 
for water pipes and the place- 
ment of water faucets every 75 
feet, done before the ground 
freezes, . 

“Our pledge was to get the

Well, if not averted, at least cri- 
sis Was minimized — and pust- 
poned until another day. 

In the old days — like 1959, for 
example — Michigan had a pay- 
less payday. 

This year apparently, Michigan 
had a payless forenoon. 

About 35,000 non-essential 
State employees were told not to 
go to work on Oct. | if no agree- 
ment had been reached between 
legislature and governor before 
the old state budget expired at 
midnight on Sept. 31. 

Incidentally, I wonder how 
35,000 state employees must feel 
about being considered ‘“non- 
essential.” 

Anyway, for a tense four hours 
or so, the state drifted along with- 
out a budget until compromises 
were reached and bills adopted 
early Monday after the legislature 
had sat in continuous official ses-

sion since early Saturday. 

Of course, in keeping with the 
way budgets seem to be adopted 
in Michigan, the solution is tem- 
porary. Gov. Jennifer Granholm 
finally gave in to approve a con- 
tinuation spending budget, but 
only after legislative Republicans 
gave in to approve a couple of tax 
increases. 

Now it’s back to the drawing 
board to erase the rest of the red 
ink with reductions in planned 
spending. 

It may go well from here on 
out, or it may not. Who knows for 
sure?

MICHIGAN CAME out a lot 
better than a couple of other 
states in recent budget crises. 

While many states dithered 
about the other end of the spec- 
trum — that is, what to do with 
surplus money — Michigan had to 
worry about deficits. 

Governors and Jawmakers bat- 
tled in other states, too. New 
Jersey shut down for about a 
week, and it took a closure of 


only one day to end stalemate in 
Pennsylvania. 

Michigan’s half-day paralysis 
may well have set a record for 
brevity in government shut- 
downs. 

It can happen anywhere that 
those who make laws and those 
who administer them refuse to 
compromise enough to apply 
common sense and pursue a ded- 
ication to the overall! public good, 

It happened in Michigan back 
in 1959 between a Democratic 
governor and a Republican legis- 
lature. The payless payday then 
lasted only a day, and nobody 
actually missed a pay check, but 
it made negative headlines across 
the country then, and this year’s 
stalemate already has made. head- 
lines across the country now. 

Regardless of who comes out a 
winner within the rarified envi- 
rons of the state capitol, people 
across Michigan already have 
become fosers due to the notori- 
ety and the resulting lack of con- 
fidence in our state. 

It’s unfair, but that’s the way it 
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is. 
* * * 

THE EASY target for blame in 
our Michigan budget fiasco is 
term limits, which the people 
wrote into the state constitution 
by popular vote a few years back. 

House members are limited to 
three terms or six years, and sen- 
ators to two terms or eight years. 
Determined candidates can mix 
or match these combinations, but 
14 years is maximum anyone can 
serve in the legislature under term 
limits. 

Does this schedule deprive our 
state lawmaking system of the 
experience necessary to conduct 
the state’s business, especially in 
preparing budgets? 

Many critics think so, particu- 
Jarly within the legislature and 
the Lansing beltway. 

In a way, that view is an admis- 
sion that the people we have 
elected to make laws and write 
budgets and solve problems. are 
not smart enough or adaptable 
enough to do the job until they’ve 
been around for eight or 10 or 12 


years. That doesn’t make sense, 
either. 

Governors are term limited, 
too, but I have seen no interest in 
permitting governors to run for- 
ever. If legislators cannot master 
the system in less than 14 years, 
why should a governor be expect- 
ed to master it in only eight 
years? 

* * * 

TERM LIMITS may be part of 
the problems, but most people 
outside of Lansing still favor 
them. 

In my view the overriding 
problem in writing laws today is 
the extreme partisanship which 
has crept into our political system 
across the country. 


All things seem to be viewed in . 


partisan terms. If Democrats 
favor an idea, Republicans must 
oppose it. If Republicans want to 
do something, Democrats must 
stop them. Merit has no strength 
in the political system. It must be 
party above all else. 

Our representative form of 
government — with the people 


exercising ultimate control 
through elected leaders and repre- 
sentatives ~ has been twisted by 
partisanship, not only in 
Michigan but across the country. 

Unreasonable dedication to 
party must diminish, and the wel- 
fare of the total public — not just 
those who support one side or the 
other — must be elevated to be the 
controlling reason for alt political 
actions. 

Unless partisanship lessens and 
redirects itself, our entire system 
may be in danger of inevitable 
stalemate and eventual collapse. 

Our experiment in democratic 
self rule has endured in the 
United States for more than 200 
years, which is quite remarkable 
when the rest of world politics is 
considered. 

Allegiance to extreme partisan- 
ship instead of dedication to citi- 
zenship could ruin it.

Each year, DNR _ personnel 
inventory and evaluate one-tenth 
of the state forest. Information 
gathered includes the health, 
quality, and quantity of all vege- 
tation; wildlife and fisheries 
habitat and needs; archeological 
sites; minerals; recreational use; 
wildfire potential and social fac- 
tors, including proximity to 
roads and neighborhoods, and 
use on adjacent lands, public and 
private. Proposed treatments, 
which may include timber har- 
vesting, replanting, and other 
management activities, are 
designed to ensure the sustain- 
ability of the resources and 
ecosystems. 

The open house is an opportu- 
nity for the public to review pro- 
posed treatments and to provide 
input toward final decisions on 
those treatments. It also provides 
the public an opportunity to talk 


with foresters and biologists 
about issues of interest. Maps 
and information regarding the 
proposed treatments will be 
available at the open house, and 
can be accessed at www.michi- 
gan.gov/dnr under the Forests, 
Land & Water section. 

Each management unit is

speculating that Alaska and 
_Hawaii would be admitted to the 
union, designed a new 50-star 
flag for his history class project. 
Heft believed that two states 
would be added to the union to 
_balance out the political climate 
in the nation. 

Raised by his grandparents, 
Gladys and William Pete 
Schromme, Heft took the family 
flag and ripped it apart with a 
seam ripper to come up with the 
new configuration of stars and 
stripes. His grandmother was so 
livid, because she considered the 
act to be unpatriotic, that she 
refused to help with the project. 
It was the first and only time that 
Heft sat at a sewing machine, 
piecing together what would 
‘eventually become the nation’s 
banner. 

The flag failed to impress his 
feacher Stanley Pratt. In fact, 
other students placed their proj- 
ects on top of the flag. Pratt 
admonished Heft in front of the 
‘class for thinking he had a “polit- 
ical crystal ball.” 

. “It really rubbed me the wrong 
way,” Heft said. 

' Heft received a B- on the proj- 
ect because Pratt said it lacked 
originality. The teacher, however, 
‘challenged Heft and said he 
‘would change the grade if he 
‘could get the flag accepted in the 
nation’s capitol. 

Heft sought the help of his 
Congressman, Walter — H. 
Moeller. He peddied his bike 
‘across town and delivered the 
flag to Moeller at his home. He 
followed up on his push to have 
the flag accepted with 21 letters 
and 18 phone calls. 

Two years after designing the 
-flag, Heft saw his class project 
become the nation’s Old Glory 
1 On July “?. “1980! ‘He was working 
1 as a draftsman at the Diamond 
: Power Specialty Corp, designing 
‘electronics for nuclear sub- 
; marines, when he received a 
‘phone call from President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower for the 
: initial flag raising ceremony. 

Eisenhower dubbed Heft as the
